IN DER this diviſion is comprehended 
? the perennial and biennial herba- 
2 ccous vegetables; conſiſting both of all ſorts 
of fibrous, . tuberous, and bulbous-rooted 
flower-plants, proper for adorning the vari- 
ous compartments af the pleaſure- ground 
and flower- garden; and alſo for variety, as 
well as numerous plants for medical uſe, and 
various œconomical purpoſes, both for do- 
2 meſtic uſe and many manufacturing buſi- 
neſſes: and in moſt ſorts, their propagation 
is eaſily effected abundantly in the open 
ground, by various methods, according to

plained under the different articles of pro- 
pagation. But it muſt be remarked, that in | 
varieties with double flowers, curiouſly va- 
riegated flowers, ſtriped-leaved kinds, and | 
of other peculiar ſingularities accidentally ob- 
tained from ſeed, they muſt be propagated, not 
by ſeed again, as they will not come the | 
ſame from ſeedlings, bur by any of the 
other methods of propagation they beſt admit 
of, to render them e in their reſpec- bor 


tive ſingularities 


Note, Herbaceous plants are ſuch that are 
of an herb-like nature, never producing * 
woody, nor durable ftems; but moſtly pro- 
duce new ſtalks annually in the ſpring, that 
remain of a ſoft texture, not becoming 


woody, nor of ſeveral years duration like 


but moſtly all die down to the root in the 
autumn or winter following. And that the 
ſtalks being thus annually produced, diſtin- 
guiſhes the herbaceous tribe from the woody 
iraternity, conſiſting of trees and ſhrubs, 


whole 
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4 Gp hoſe ſtems and branches are of many years 
Auration; though ſeveral ſorts thereof alſo al- 
[- ume an herbaceous-like appearance, ſuch as 
4 hyme, ſage, ſavory, &c. which however, 
gare diſtinguiſhable by their ligneous durable 
„talks, &c. However, there is generally a 
very obvious diſtinction at ſight, in the 
general habit, ſtructure, and appearance be- 
tween the herbaceous plants, and moſt of 
the woody tribe; as well as in their dimen- 
ſions of growth, the greater part of the 
tree and ſhrub kind, being very ſuperior to 
that of the herbaceous vegetables. 

his diviſion conſiſting of perennials, or 
many years plants, and biennials or two years 
plants; the former are conſiderably the moſt 
numerous and material; each as explained 
below. 215 
Perennial, or many years herbaceous 
plants, are ſuch that are perpetuated by their 
roots for a ſeries of years, producing new 
2 items annually in the ſpring, that decay to 
the root the following autumn: though a 
few ſorts, denominated herbaceous, have 
abiding {tems of two or three year's duration, 
or more; ſuch particularly as wallflower, 
ſome ſtock gilliflowers, ſnap-dragons, &c. 
which are conſidered as ſomewhat between 
an herbaceous and woody nature: however, 
the principal part, by ſome hundreds to one, 
of the herbaceous perennials are furniſhed 
only with new ſtems every ſpring; conſiſt- 


ing,

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ing, both of numerous ſorts that are alſo 
deciduous in leaf, which decay in autumn, 
and of many that are evergreen, continu- 
ing in green leaves all the year, as in au- 
ricula, carnation, &c. and all of which 
perennial tribe are conſiderably more nume- 
rous than the biennial or two year's plants, 
many to one; and conſiſt of fibrous-rooted, 
bulbous and tuberous-rooted, fleſhy-rooted, 
creeping-rooted, grumous-rooted, granulous- 


rooted, &c. as hereafter explained: all of 
which being of a perennial, or abiding na- 


ture, of many year's duration, perpetuating 


and encreaſing their ſpecies by off-ſets, ſlips, 


fuckers, or by layers, cuttings, &c. of the 
ſtalks in many ſorts; alſo numerous ſpecies 
by ſeed; and alſo in any curious ſorts to 
obtain new varieties, ſeed is the proper mode 


of propagation; but when the varieties thus 


acquired prove either double-flowered, 
ſtriped, variegated, or of other curious proper- 


ties, muſt be always propagated by ſome other 
method than by feed, ſuch as off-ſets, flips, | 
fuckers, patting-roots, &c. or ſome fibrous- 
rooted kinds alſo by layers and cuttings of | 
the ſide ſhoots, and ſtalks, &c. for the vari- 
eties, obtained as above, from ſeed will not 


comte the Tame again by ſeedlings, as hinted 


under the articles of propagation by ſeed. 


Biennial, or two years herbaceous plants, 
are ſuch as ſubſiſt but two years; produced 


the firſt year generally from ſeed; the ſecond. 


{pring ſhoot up flower-ſtems, which flower 
PE and 
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and produce ſeeds in ſummer ; and then the 
plants generally 2 ſtem and root in 
autumn or winter following: and therefore a 
freſh ſupply of new plants mult be raiſed 
every year from ſeed; or in ſome ſorts by 
of- ſets, flips, and cutting; but moſtly by 


ſeed, in the greater part, as but very few 


biennials furniſh any ſort of permanent off- 
ſets, ſuckers, or ſlips, &c. of the root; or 
that will propagate freely by layers or cut- 


tings of the ſtalks, for any general ſupply ; 


ſo that ſeed is the principal method of pro- 
pagation for the general ſupply. 
Fibrous-rooted herbaceous plants, con- 
fiſting both of perennials and biennials, are 
ſuch, whoſe roots are compoſed principally 
of numerous fibres or thread-ſhaþed parts; 
as in carnations, pinks, ſweet-williams, &c. 
and comprehends a very numerous tribe of 
plants, propagated various ways, in different 
forts; as by feed, parting the roots, flipping 
the roots, and off- ſets of the roots: and 
ſome ſorts by layers, ſlips, cuttings and pip- 
ing of the young bottom ſhoots, as in car- 
nation, pink, double ſweet- william, &c. and 
many forts by cuttings of the flower-ſtems, 
as in ſnap-dragon; and others by ſlips of the 
young ſide- ſhoots of the branches of we 
head, as in wall- flowers. 
Bulbous- rooted herbaceous plants, com- 
monly denominated bulbous roots, are ſuch 
as conſiſt of a bulb or kind of large bud, 
er 
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generally produced under ground, as in 
tulip, hyacinth, lily, &c. which bulb or 


bud, commonly called the root, as juſt above 


remarked, contains the embryo of the 
whole vegetable, incloſes and defends the 
future ſhoot in winter, &c. having the true 
radical, or root-part attached to its baſe, 
being generally a fleſhy Knob, ſending out 

many fibres; and the bulb itſelf propagates 
by a production of ſmall off-ſet bulbs at the 
ſides annually : ſome ſorts alſo produce ſmall 
bulbs on their ſtems, as- in rocambole, &c. 
and by which young bulbs of the root and 
ſtem, and by ſeed occaſionally, are the only 
methods whereby all bulbous plants can be 
propagated. By feed, to gain new va- 


rieties; and by young off-ſet bulbs to encreaſe 
and continue the approved varieties perma- 


nent in their reſpective kinds, as in the nu- 
merous varieties of tulips, and moſtother bul- 
bous roots; moſt of which are perennial in 
the ſaid bulb, or perpetuated by their above- 
ſaid off-ſet young bulbs from the fides of 
the old ones, &c. which, after a certain period 


periſhes : ſome annually, as in tulips; others 


in ſeveral years; neither, however, till they 


have previoully produced ſucceſſional young 
bulbs; thereby perpetuates the ſpecies, as 


before obſerved : and that which is often 
conſidered as the ſame bulb, is only an off-ſet 


thereof. Some bulbous roots are biennial, and 


propagate chiefly by led, as in the common 
onion.

moſtly endure but one ſummer, or only a 
few months; they being all raiſed principally, 
from ſeed annually, in the fpring, attain per- 


lection the ſame year in ſummer, &c. flower and 
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produce ſeeds, then totally periſh, top and 
root, in autumn, or beginning of winter fol- 
lowing, except ſome few ſorts which propa- 
gate by cuttings of the ſtalks and branches, 
ſuch as chryſanthemum, naſturtium, Dutch 
viola tricolor, &c. and which may thereby be 
continued in a perennial ſtate: however, the 
general method of propagation, in moſt of 
the annual tribe, is always by ſeed only. 

Bur in this arrangement ſome of a biennial 
and perennial growth are alſo introduced that 
flower the ſame year they are raiſed, ſuch as the 
Chineſe hollyhock, India pink, ſcabius, 
ſuap- dragon, marvel of Peru, &c. which 
however, allo often prove annual by decay- 
ing in winter following, and therefore may 
with Feu be introduced in the annual 
e, 

In this arrangement of annual 8 
plants is compriſed many very ornamental 
and curiaus garden-flowers, for adorning the 
| pleaſure-ground, and flower-borders, all of 
which may be eafily raifed abundantly from 
ſeed, in March and April, and will flower in 
ſucceſſive order, in the different ſorts, from 
May or June, till October or November, 
when they mottly all wholly decay; and a 
freſb ſupply muſt be raiſed in the ſpring from 
tced, aS;afaretaid; 

Tuey afford great variety in their diffe- 
rent growths, modes of flowering, ſhape, ſize, 
i and e ol Ar reſpective flowers, &c.

art are of ſo hardy a nature as they may be 
raiſed freely in the full ground, and princi- 
pally ſowed where the plants are finally to 
remain for flowering; and alſo many of thoſe 


requiring a hot-bed, when ſowed in Feb-_ 


ruary, March, or before the middle of April, 


will ſucceed in the full ground ſowed about 


the middle, or towards the latter end of the 
laſt named month, ſuch as China after, 
African and French marigold, chryſanthe- 


mum, Chineſe hollyhock, Pten-week- ſtocks, 


and fome others; or which may be ſowed in 
pots or beds of natural earth in March, or 
any time in April, and defended 1 in cold wea- 
ther with glaſſes, &c. 


As therefore they are of different tempe- 


ratures, thoſe that are tender, requiring to 


be raiſed and forwarded in a hot-bed, are 


diſtingmſhed by a mark thus , to each 
ſpecies ; the hardy kinds not marked; 
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and at the end of this arrangement ſome ge- 
neral directions are given for raiſing both 
hardy and tender kinds.

and defended either with a frame and lights, 
hand-glafles, or with garden mats at nights- 
and cold weather; and they will often ſucceed.

able ſeaſons, all theſe ſorts might be occaſio-

However, by ſowing all thoſe annuals 
marked tender, in moderate hot-beds, 1n 
March and beginning or middle of April, 
it forwards them to much earlier full growth, 
and ſeveral forts generally in greater per- 
tection than they would otherwiſe attain ; 


and it is only in cafes where hot-beds can- 


not be conveniently obtained we adviſe to 
practice as above; obſerving, that in either 


mes 
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methods, all the plants of the above kinds 
are generally to be tranſplanted from the 
ſeed-bed in May and June, into the open 
ground, and in pots in the full air. 
Likewiſe remark, that ſeveral of the 
hardy annuals that grow freely in the 
natural ground, may be forwarded conſide- 
rably to an early blow by aid of a moderate 
hot bed, particularly all the varieties of ten- 
week ſtocks, mignonette, ſcabius, &c. 
ſowed in February, March, or April, for 
planting gut into the borders and pots, &c. 
in April, May and June, or may be ſowed in 


a warm border, or in pots, and defended.

houſe plants, natives of the hotteſt countries, 


except in very rigorous winters, When the 
aſſiſtance of moderate fires will be neceſſary, 


juſt ſufficient to repel the froſt; alſo occaſio- 
nally. in very foggy weather to expel the 
damps: and ther efore, all good green -houſes 


ſhould be accommodated with a fre furnace 
without-fide, communicating with flues rang- 


ing along the back wall and front, &c. within, 
for the convenience of fire heat, occaſionally 
as above, but which is never to be uſed in 


moderate weather, as it would render the 


plants too tender and weakly. 


As the plants of this Airis conſiſt both 
of trees, ſhrubs, herbaceous, and ſucculent

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Of the foregoing arrangement of the 
green-houſe exotics, fome are -alſo introduced 


in the hot-houſe collection, either as being 


more tender than the generality of green- -houte 
plants, or with deſign to have them in greater 
perfection of growth, flowering, &c. others 
ſometimes cultivated in the open ground, 
being tenderiſh, are likewiſe admitted among 
the green- houſe plants, and are diſtinguiſhed 
by this mark *. | 

As to the propagation, or way of raiſing 
the various kinds of green-houle plants, it 
is effected different ways, according to the 
nature of the feveral ſpecies and varieties; 
ſuch as, almoſt all the ſorts by feed, when it 
can be obtained; and in default thereof, all 
the woody kinds may be propagated, either 


by ſuckers, layers, cuttings, flips, grafting, 


budding, inarching, cuttings of the roots, 
&, and the herbaceous kinds, either by 
ſeed, when 1t can be procured, or by bottom 
off- ſets: ſuckers, ſlips, and cuttings of the 
ſtalks, *parting the roots, &c. the ſucculent 
kinds, both by ſeed, when it can be obtain- 
ed, or principally by ſuckers from the root, 
lips, and cuttings of the ſtalks and branches 
by bottom, ſide, and head off-ſets, & gene- 


rally obſerving of the ſucculent Kinds, as being 


full of humidity, that the cuttings, &c. when 
detached for planting, ſhould be laid upon 
a ſhelf, in ſome dry place, a few days, or a 
week, to diy and heal over the cut or wounded 

Part 
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part made in detaching them from the mother 
plant, otherwiſe they will be apt to rot in that 
part, when planted in the earth, by the moi: 
ture that would iſſue at the wound: and 
bulbous rooted kinds are commonly propa- 
gated by off- ſet young bulbs produced from 

the ſides of the old roots. £ 
The ſeaſon for the propagation of green- 
houſe plants, is both ſpring, ſummer, and 
autumn; all feeds thereof, generally ſoy 
in the ſpring, in pots, about March, April, 
and May, and generally plunge them 
Into a bark-bed, or other hot-bed, under 
glaſſes, &c. ſuckers from the root may be 
detached either in ſpring, ſummer, or early 
art of autumn, when they appear of eligi— 
ble growth; the propagation by laycrs gene- 
rally perform in the ſpring, or early part of ſum- 
mer, except ſuch hard- wooded kinds as ſucceed 
beſt layed in the young wood of the year; and in 
which, June and July is the proper ſeaſon for 
laying them, when the young ſhoots are arrived 
to a proper growth: cuttings alſo plant in 
ſpring, March, April, and May, of the ſhoots 
produced the year before; and in June, July, 
and beginning of Auguſt, of the ſhoots of 
the ſame year, though the cutting of herba- 
ceous plants ſhould generally be the fame 
year ſhoots, in May or beginning of June: and 
in ſucculents, the cuttings ſhould be either of 
one, or two years old, or more, or of the {ame 
year, in ſummer, or towards autumn; and by

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commonly be either performed i in the ſpring, 


| about March, April and May, or 1n the end 


of Auguſt, and in September : grafting is al- 
ways performed, only on the tree and ſhrub 
kinds, in the ſpring, by inſerting young ſhoots, 
of the ſpecies intended, into ſeedling ſtocks of 


the ſame, or of ſome other ſpecies of the ſame _ 


genus: budding alfo, is adapted only for tree 
and ſhrub propagation, performed in July 
and Auguſt, by inſerting buds, of the kinds 
intended, into the fide of ſeedling ſtocks of 
the ſame family: and inarching 1s likewiſe 
performed on trees and ſhrubs, by bending 
down a growing branch of a tree, in ſpring, 
and ingrafting it by the ſide, into the fide of 


the ſtem of the tree, placed near; they unit- 


ing together in four months, then cut off the 
branch from its parent, and it then forms the 


head and commences the new tree: obſery- . 


ing, as directed in the work of propagation, 
under the article {narching. 

In the general culture of the green-houſe 
exotics, plant and continue them always! in pots, 
and the large- growing kinds ſhould be planted 
in tubs, Vhen advanced conſiderably in growth; 
and generally give them good rich, moderate- 
ly-light earth, except the ſucculent plants, 
which ſhould have a very light, dry, ſandy ſoil. 

Let the whole always be placed 1n the 
green-houſe, from October till May, giving 
but very moderate waterings all winter, 
ence a'week, or as it may appear e 

an 
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and only in open mild weather, very mode- 
rate, juſt to keep the earth a little moiſtiſh, 
and admit air from without every mild, calm, 
dry day, by ſliding open ſome of the ſaſhes 
more or leis according to the temperature of 
the external air, for about three, four, five, or 
ſix hours, or more, in the warmeſt time of the 
day; obſerving, if the air is rather ſharpiſh 
only draw down ſome of the upper falhes a 
little; but when mild, the lower ones, or 
theſe and the upper ones alternately, in fine 
mild days, eſpecially when ſunny and calm, 
but never open in ſharp froſty, or any cold 
cutting weather; nor when very wet, or 
foggy : and admit air more treely and abun- 
dant in fine ſunny days, than when cloudy; 
alſo augment it according as the ſpring and 
warm ſeaſon advances; being careful, if the 
weather changes cutting cold, to ſhut al 
. cloſe, and always in due time, towards even- 
ing: and in very ſevere froſty weather, add 
a covering of mats againſt the glaſſes eren 
night, or occaſionally « on days, when the froſt 
is very rigorous, and no ſun; and ſometimes 
make gentle fires in the flues, if any; or in 
default thereof, in any convenient uten(!, 
placed within the green-houſe, when the fro 
is fo intenſe as to freeze water withinſide. 
Likewiſe, during the reſidence of te 
lants in the green-houſe, all winter, pick 
off all caſual decayed leaves, and prune away 


any dead, we or SOS parts of the 
Dranc ches, 
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branches, and ſhoots, &c. and ſometimes 
looſen the earth on the top of the pots, when 


it binds hard. | 
__ Every ſpring, generally Joofen the earth 


on the top of the pots, in general, an inch or 
two deep; and a little round the ſides, re- 
move the looſened ſoil, and fill up the ſpace 


with freſh mold, and give water. 


In watering "theſe plants in winter, the 
woody and herbaceous plants will require it 


oftener, and ſhould have it more freely than 


the ſucculent kinds, which being moſtly of 
a fleſhy nature, very replete with moiſture, 
too much watering 1s apt to rot them; but 


in general, practiſe moderation 1 in watering, 


juſt to keep the earth, in the pots, as mode- 


rately moiſt as poſſible. 


And in May, remove all the plants into 
the full air, for the ſummer, to remain till 
October; cleaning them well, when brought 


out, from any filth they may have contracted 
inthe green- houſe, alſo from all decayed leaves, 


dead branches, ſnoots, &c. and looſen the earth 
in the top of the pots, &c. take ſome of the 
old out, and fill up with an equal portion of 


freſh earth, ſettling it down with a moderate 


watering; and ſupply the whole with proper 
waterings, all ſummer, three times a week, 


or every day 1n very hot dry weather. 


According as the different plants advance 
conſiderably i in growth, ſhift them into large 


pots, &c. once in one, two, or three years, 
„ accord- 
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according as they may ſeem to require it; 
generally performing this work either in 
ſpring, about March, April, or May, or in 
September; and moſtly remove them with 
the ball of earth about their roots intire; 
pare off, with your knife, the outſide matted 
roots, and ſome of the old earth, then place- 
ing ſome freſh mold in the new pot, or tub, 
ſet in the plant, with its ball ſtill intire, fill 
up around with new earth to the top of the 
pot, &c. and finiſh with a proper watering. 
In ſhifting plants of a very weak or ſickly 
like growth, it is adviſeable to trim away 
moſt of the old earth from their roots, which 
then prune, as required, cutting off decayed 
or cankery parts, and then plantthemin entire 
new earth, and give. water.

All the plants of this arrangement muſt 
always be planted in pots, and in moderate! 
light, good, rich earth, eſpecially all the tree, 


ſhrubby and herbaceous Kinds; ; but thoſe of 


very ſucculent growth ſhould have a light, 
dry, ſandy foil; and as the plants in genera}, 
of this divifion: are natives of the hotteſt 
countries, as before obſerved, they muſt be 
continued, moſtly always in the hot-houſe, 
or ſtove, the year round; aſſiſted both by the 
heat of a bark-bed, all the year, made in a 
wide pit within, ranging almoſt the length 
of the hot-houſe, &c. and by fire-heat in 
winter, communicated from without by flues 
ranging along the back wall, &c. in ſeveral 
returns over one e another: though, about a 

month 
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month or two in the heat of ſummer, if the 


| hot-houſe is crowded, ſome of the leſs tender 
kinds may be removed in their pots, into an 


airy glaſs-caſe or green-houte, defended 
above from violent rains, efpecially for the 
ſucculent tribe which are impatient of much 
wet; or when dry hot weather, from the 
middle of June, to the middle or end of 
Auguſt, may place ſome, both of the wobdy 
kinds, and others in the full air, more eſpe- 
ctally thoſe marked thus*, and which may 


remain expoſed from June till September. 
However, the greater part of the principal 
hot-houſe exotics ſhould be moſt commonly 


retained always in that department, placed 


ſome upon ſhelves, &c. in different parts, 
and ſome plunged into the bark-bed, parti- 


cularly the more tender kinds from the hot- 


teſt regions; and more eſpecially the pine- 
apple plants, which, without they are kept _ 
_ conſtantly plunged in the bark-bed, afford- 


ing a continual moderate moiſt heat imme- 


diately about their roots, they will not pro- 


duce fruit in any tolerable perfection. 

It ſhould be obſerved of the plants of this 
diviſion, that, in this country they are moſtly 
retained, principally for variety, curioſity or 
obſervation, hardly any but the pine-apple 


afford any produce, of conſequence for uſe, 


and this in particular yields eligible crops of 
very fine fruit annually, in our hot-houſes, 
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almoſt in as great perfection as in their na- 
tive ſoil. 
Likewiſe obſerve, that as the plants are 
natives of America, Aſia and Africa, and as 
we generally mentjon the place of their 
growth annexed to their names, it muſt be 
underſtood they generally are natives of the 


| Hotteſt parts of thoſe extenſive countries; 


and thoſe mentioned as natives of India, it 
may be generally conſidered as both of the 
Weſt and Eaſt Indies.

General Obſervations on the d 
and Culture of the foregoing Diviſion 


of Hot-Houſe Plants. 


The preceding arrangements of the hot- 
houſe exotics, confiſting of both trees, ſhrubs, 
| herbaceous and ſucculent plants, are propa- 
gated by various methods, ſuch as by ſeed, 
ſuckers, layers, cuttings, off-ſets, lips, 
grafting, dad, &c. as directed under th 

works 
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works of propagation, in the firſt volume: 
generally, in either method, aſſiſt them with 
the aid of the bark-bed heat, by plunging 
the pots, containing the ſeed, ſuckers, 
layers, cuttings, &c. therein. | 5 

As in many hot-houſes, the Ananas or 


pine apples are conſidered the principal 


plants; and almoſt the ſame culture and 
degree of heat, ſuitable for theſe, is appli- 


cable to moſt others of the tender exotic 


tribe; and that the following general hints, 
for the management of hot-houſe plants, 
may be plied in both caſes ſucceſsfully; ſa 
that thoſe who are accommodated with. a 
pinery, principally for the culture of pine 
apples, may, as far as the room admits, have 


many other curious tender exotics therein, 


for variety; as above obſerved. _ 
As to the general culture, all the plants 
of this diviſion being natives of the hot 


regions of America, Africa, and Aſia, they 


require moſtly to be continued always in a 
hot-houſe, in this country, as before hinted 
in the former part of this diviſion ; and muſt 
therefore all be planted conſtantly in pots; 
and in which, ſome of the more tenderer. 


ſorts, from the hotteſt climates, muſt be 


plungeſt 1n the bark-bed; the others placed 
upon ſhelyes, &c. in the different parts of 


the hot-houſe: obſerving in particular, it is 


proper always to have the pots, containing 


the pine apple plants, conſtantly plunged in 


ny, the

But as in this arrangement, many ſpecies, 
&c. are alſo introduced, which, in de- 
fault of a hot-houſe, will facceed tolerably 
well in a green-houſe, 1 in winter, and in the 
open air in ſummer, from May or June, to

The hot-houſe, or ſtove, i is ſo called, 
| account of its requiring to have the 1 
air always kept to a high degree of heat, 


equal to the hot climates of the Weſt and 
Eaſt Indies, and other hot countries, of which 


the plants reſidents of theſe departments are 
natives; and this is effected by means of ac- 
tual fire in winter, and bark-bed heat, 1. e. 


a tanner's bark hot. bed, within- ade all the 


year. 


In regard to the fire heat, a love or hot- 


houſe, being generally conſtructed in an 


oblong form, ranging lengthways, Eaſt and 
Weſt, "of, from ten, "fifteen, or twenty, to 
fifty or an hundred feet long; and from eight, 
ten, or twelve, to fifteen fect wide, or more, 
always fronting the South ſun; having up- 


right olais ſaſhes; head high, at leaſt, "with 


others "Noping from the top of theſe, to that 
of the back wall, which being 


brick work, 


generally of 
ten or twelve, to at feet 
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high; has a furnace or fire-place without-ſide, 
at one or both ends behind, or in one or both 
of the end walls; and from which furnace, 
flues or funnels are conducted internally, alſo 
of brick work, ranging along the inlide of 


the back wall, one over r the other, | in ſeveral 


returns; alſo continued along the ends and 


front, in one or two ranges, as above; the 


laſt terminating in an erect funnel or chim- 
ney, at one or both ends for the ſmoak to 
evaporate after the paſſing through all the 
returns; andthat the fire heat from the furnace 


without, being communicated to the flues, 


which being thereby properly heated, dif- 
fuſes a proper warmth in the air of the houſe, 
in winter and ſpring, &c. and which, together 
with the aſſiſtance "of the heat of the bark- 
bed, deſcribed : below, renders, the internal 
air of the hot houſe of an equal temperature 
to that of the hot countries from which the 
tender plants of this diviſion were originally 
obtained; and without which they will not 
proſper in theſe parts. 

Though there are hot- houſes, &c. called 
dry ſtoves, as uling only fire heat in winter, 
in ſevere weather, for thoſe ſtove plants that 
are of-a leſs tender nature, and for ſucculent 
plants that are rather more proſperous in a 
moderate dry heat, than that of a moiſt - 
temperature, as in baik ſtoves; though. a 
common. pine apple ſtove, or any other of, 
that nature, wich fire and bark-heat * Jointly, 

7 prove 
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prove- very ſucceſsful in moſt kinds, deno- 
minated hot-houſe plants. 

The fires are neceſſary to be made every 
evening, from October, or beginning of 
November, till April or beginning of May Y. 
And with regard to the bark-bed-keat, the 
hot-houſe being furniſhed internally with an 


_ oblong pit, from fix or ſeven, to eight or ten 


feet wide, and almoſt the length of the 
building, and a yard deep, or more, this 
muſt be kept conſtantly filled with tanner's 
bark, to form, what is called, a bark bed, 
which being a hot-bed of the moſt kindly dur- 
able warmth, productive of a continual mo- 
derate heat the year round, is molt neceſſary 
In this department both to aſſiſt in warming 
the internal air of the houſe, affiſted alſo with 
fire-heat in winter, from October, till April or 
May, the bark- bed heat alone, being ſufficient 


to yield an eligible warmth in ſummer, from 


April or May, to the end of October; and 
the bark - bed is alſo moſt neceſſary, in which to 
plunge the pots of the more tender exotics 
that do not ſucceed unleſs they have a con- 
tinual moiſt warmth immediately about their 
roots; more particularly the pine apple 
plants which will not at all ſucceed without 
that aſſiſtance. 

So that this kind of hot- bed, made of 


tanner's bark being productive of the moſt 


effectual ſteady, moderate, durable heat, 
Mould be made annually in autumn, about 


September, or October, it will continue an 


ing the old, 
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elegible warmth, three months, and being 

then forked over to the bottom, renews the 
heat for two or three months longer, when 
having ſome of the waſte, or moſt earthy 
rotted parts, at top and ſides removed, and 
a proportionable quantity of new tan added , 
and then the whole turned over, it again 
revives the declined heat for three months 
more to come, when practiſing, as before, if 
it ſeems neceſſary, in July, or beginning of 
Auguſt, it will thus continue a proper heat, 
till October; at which time a renewal of en- 
tire new tan is necellary, previouſly ſkreen- 
clearing away all that goes 
through the ſKreen, retaining the reſt in the 
pit, Which being then filled with new bark, 
work up the old and new together; and thus 
forming a new bed for another Pons 1s to be

In -the above bark- bed, in pine apple 


moves ſhould always plunge the pots, con- 
taining theſe plants, in rows lengthways, and 
in which, muſt be permitted to remain con- 
ſtantly ſummer. and winter: likewiſe any 
other more tender curious exotics, from the 


hotteſt parts of the World, mer alſo be 


plunged therein. 


Likewiſe the bark ⸗bed is very beneficial 


in raiſing any of the tender plants of the hot- 
houſe collection, either from ſeed, ſuckers, 
flips, off-{ers, layers, cuttings, &c. which 
being in pots plunged in the bark- bed, its

It is likewiſe exceeding convenient to 
aſſiſt in raiſing various other curious plants, 
both of the green-houſe and open ground, 
cipecially in ſtriking cuttings, layers, &c. 
In October, is the beſt time of the whole 
year to furniſh the bark-bed, in the hot- 
Houſe, with the general annual ſupply of new 
ran, that it may produce a more lively heat 
during the winter feaſon; the tan or bark, 
For this purpoſe, is obtained at the tan-yards, 
in the vicinity of great towns, at per buſhel; 
being careful to have that which is mode- 
rately freſh, not having been too long out of 
the tan vats, to loſe its fermenting property : 
and generally prefer that of a middling ſtare, 
to that which is very ſmall and earthy-like; 
and when obtained, if it is wet, ſpread it 


abroad, in ſome airy place, in the ſun, to 
dry a little, for a day or two, or more; after- 


wards, caſtit in an heap, for a few days, to pro- 
mote a fermentation, and drain off redundant 
moiſture; then carry it into the pit of the 


hot-houſe, in which, fork it well together 


to blend and mix it equally in every part, 
forming the whole into a_ regular bed the 
width and length of the pit, raiſing it a few 
inches above the top thereof to allow for ſet- 
tling; and when the bark- bed, thus prepared, 
is become a little warm, plunge the pots of

£0 the roots of the plants; afterwards plunge 
them therein wholly to the top of the pats;

All winter, make 3 fires every 
evening, about four or five o'clock, and kept 
up till nine or ten at night, ſufficient to heat 
the flues moderately, to warm the internal 
air till morning; when, if ſharp froſt, or very 
cold, or raw foggy weather, let a fire be alſo 
made for-an hour or two, to revive the de- 
clined heat in the houſe: but in ſevere froſty 
weather, continue fires all day long, being 


Careful never to make the fires to violent 
to Over- heat the flues. 


The proper fuel for this purpoſe, i is cither 
coal, pear, cinders, or wood, as can be the 
moſt conveniently and cheapell obtained: 
but coal, or cinders make the moſt ſteady 
and durable fires, as well as require the leaſt 


attendance. 


To aſſiſt in regulating the fire- hag, "IA of 


_ a hot- houſe, ſhould haveathermometer placed 


therein, about the middle, not too near the 


flues, nor full in the ſun, but ſo as only the 
internal air of the houſe may affect it; and

always be ſo regulated as not to raiſe nor 
lower the ſpirit in the tube of the thermo- 
meter, more than five or ten o, above or be- 
Jow the ſaid/ftandard mark, Ananas. 

In very ſevere froſty weather, it is proper 
to cover the glaſſes, at top particularly, alſo 


_ occaſionally, the upright ſaſhes, either with 


large thick garden-mats, canvas: or ſhutters, 


on "nights, or even ſometimes on days alſo, 
when che froſt is very rigorous, and no ſun- 8 


ſnine. 
Air ſhould be admitted occaſionally, i 
fine calm ſunny days, which muſt be very Ba 


ingly introduced in winter, only in quite mild 


calm days, when the ſun ſhines warmly from 
about ten, or eleven, to one or two o'clock, 
liding open one, two, or more of the front 
falhes, an inch or two wide; being careful, 


if the weather changes cold, to ſhut all cloſe: 


but as the warm ſeaſon advances, increaſe 
the portion of air at due times; and in ſum- 
mer, in hot weather, admit air pretty freely, 


both in the front and top ſaſhes, in ſunny 


weather; but ſhutall cloſe towards the evening, 

Water will alſo be required to the plants, 
in general, ſome once a week, in winter; 
others not ſo often; obſerving always to uſe 


ſoft water, from a pond, &c. and generally 


Water in a forenoon, of a funny day, in winter 


and ſpring; giving it very ſparingly to the 


ſucculent plants; as being naturally very 


replete with moiſture, much water would 
"bo 


mr — 20 0 
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be apt to rot them : likewiſe to the plants! in 
general, water with great moderation, in 
winter; and in the pine apples, and other 
plants of ſimilar growth, never water all over 
them at that ſeaſon for the water to lodge in 
the heart, and between the leaves, give it 
only to the earth, in the pots; but in ſum- 
mer water more freely, twice or three times 
a week, as it ſhall ſeem neceſfary; and in 
which ſeaſon, morning ang afternoon is the 
belt time to water. 

About mid-winter examine the ſtate of 
the bark-bed,; if the heat is much decreaſed, 
fake up all the pots plunged: therein, and 
fork up the bark to. the bottom, breaking 
the lumps and mixing it all well together, 
Which will renew the heat till ſpring : or if 
the bark is rather exhauſted, and che heat 
very weak, ſhould about January add ſome 
new tan, working up the old and new toge- 
ther; and in either method, directly W la 
the pots of plants in the bark. 
In ſpring, however, about March or 
April, it will be neceſſary, in general, to add 
about one-third of new tan, previouſly re- 
moving away an equal portion of the decayed, 
or molt earthy-like old bark, at top and ſides; 
then filling up the pit to the top, with the new, 
fork the whole over regularly, from top to 
bottom; which done, plunge all the pots of 
plants again, as before, and the heat will be 
Sn, 0; „ $gan 
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again revived for two or three months lon ger, 
to come. 

At the above time e (April, &c.) of apply- 
ing freſh tan, that as the young pine- apple 
plants, and others plunged in the bark- bed, 
&c. will probably want ſhifting into larger 
pots, it fhould be done when the new tan is 
added, and the bark-bed forked over, as 
above; and as ſoon as ſhifted, let the pine- 


plants part:cvlarly, be direftly replunged in 


the bark. 

Then about July or Abguſt, &c. when 
fuch of the fruiting pine-plants, &c. as were 
not finally ſhifted into larger pots, in the 


ſpring; and will now require it; if the 
heat of the bark-bed is again much de- 


creaſed, let it be forked, &c. over, as above, 
which will again refreſhen the heat till Sep- 
tember or October, when the old bark will 
be much exhauſted, and muſt be removed; 
that is, previouſly ſcreening it through a 
large ſcreen, as we before noticed, and clear 
away all the ſmall exhauſted part that paſſes 
through; retain the remaining larger unex-

which are often attacked with inſects to their 


great detriment: and many receipts for pre- 


5 paring powders, &c. for deſtroying them 


have been tried, to no great effect; and our 


great point is, to endeavour to prevent the 
ny at firſt, + By bs the plants always 
n 1 3 in 
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in a regular free growing ſtate, effected 
principally by continuing the bark-bed in a 
conſtant, moderately briſk temperature of 
heat, neither to ſtunt the plants by a decay- 
ed ſluggiſh warmth, nor ſcorch their roots 
by a heat two violent ; ; as in either extreme 
they ſoon aſſume a diſeaſed ſtate, and this 
promotes their breeding of vermin. 
Asthepineapple plants conſequently claims 
precedence of all the other hot-houle exotics 
for its ſuperior fruit, which they produce 
molt freely, in the greateſt perfection in the 
hot-houſes or ſtoves all over Europe, we will 
give ſome general hints of their peeutiar 
culture. | 
The plants propagate very plenteouſly, 
both by bottom ſuckers and from the baſe 
of the fruit, as well as by the crown produced 
on the top thereof; and the ſeaſon for de- 
taching them for planting is principally i in 
ſuramer and autumn, when the fruit ripens, 
1, e. from June, July, and Auguſt, till Oc- 
tober, at which time ſeveral ſuckers are pro- 
duced from the root, and frequently ſeveral 
ſmaller ones are alſo emitted at the baſe of 
the fruit; and at the ſame time, the crown 
at the top of the fruit, when ripe, is a 
proper plant, being detached when the fruit 
is ſerved to table; all of which, although 
when ſlipped from the parent plants, &c. 
they are without roots; will, when planted,

after which, the old plants generally decay,

leſt too much heat force them into fruit a year 
or two too ſoon, before they are able to pro- 
Guee them of poper e.. 
After this, obſerve as to their future cul- 
ture, nearly as has been already related in 
the general management of the hot-houſe 
plants; ſuch as keeping up a proper bark= 
bed heat all the year, fire heat in winter, 
admitting air occaſionally, and give neceſ- 
fary waterings, &c. and ſhifting into larger 
pots and freſh earth. „00 
That when they have advanced conſide- 
rably in growth, in the ſpring or autumn 
following, they muſt be ſhifted into pots a 
. ſize larger, 32's, with a due portion of freſh 
earth; and in the ſecond year, in the ſpring 
vr autumn aforeſaid ;. about April, or in Au- 
Buſt, &c. according to their increaſed | 
growth, ſhift them finally into the large pots, 
24's, where they are to remain to fruit: at 
each ſhifring, generally remove them with 
the ball of earth about their roots, intire, 
only trim off the outſide, long, looſe ſtraggling 
fibres; and having freſh earth ready, put ſome 
in each pot, place the plant therein, fill up 
with more frefh earth; give a moderate wa- 
tering, and directly plunge them in the 
bark-bed till October, then are to be placed

well as the ſuckers, will form a new plant 


for a ſucceſſional ſupply to furniſh the future 


crops of fruit, as the old Plants produce no 


more than once. 
So that every year a ſucceſſional ſupply of 


new plants mult be raiſed from the ſuckers. 


and crowns, as before directed, having them
